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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Thanks to the active interest of the Marlboro Historical Society, we 
took a first step in putting some of the Town’s old records to use by 
giving them to the Society. 


A change in Vermont’s welfare law removed much of the responsi- 
bility for welfare from the Town to the State on October Ist, and re- 
quired us to appoint a Welfare Officer for local emergencies. 


To be prepared for new responsibilities that might come to the 
Town with the growth of population and traffic, a Town Police Depart- 
ment was established and a Police Chief appointed. We also proposed 
to join the Fire Department in buying a resuscitator for the rescue work 
of both departments. 


Finding a recurrent difficulty for traffic and snow removal presented 
by cars parked in the public right of way in the center of town, we 
sought cooperation from the cars’ owners and asked the Police Depart- 
ment to arrange to tow away any cars that continued to park illegally. 


The need for finding a new Post Office, which was brought to us 
early in the summer by the Post Office Real Estate Officer, was dis 
cussed at length with the Town Planning Board. The members of the 
Board have worked hard to produce a solution for the best postal 
service for the Town, for a much needed expansion of the Town Clerk’s 
facilities, and for the embellishment of the Town Center. We are glad 
to support and congratulate the Planning Board. 


The Town Center has benefited from the generosity of the pro- 
prietors of the Whetstone Inn, who cooperated in planning for the 
installation of a fire hydrant during the building of their pond. 


In another direction, an apparent violation of the Zoning Ordinance 
(a commercial camp-site area advertised in a residential zone) resulted 
in our instituting legal action according to the provision of Section 11 
of the Ordinance. 


Legal and practical problems arising from new driveways which are 
inadequately planned and built can be averted, we believe, by the re- 
quired use of driveway permits to be obtained from the selectmen be- 
fore any new construction. This measure has already been successful 
elsewhere, in calling property owners’ attention to the Vermont statutes 
governing roads opening on Town or State-aid highways. 


The Selectmen and Treasurer meet every other Thursday evening at 
8:00 in the Town Clerk’s office. Our meetings are open and anyone 
who wishes to come is very welcome.

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THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF MARLBORO 


Programs at the regular meetings of the Society included talks on the 
early churches of Marlboro; the Phelps family (third to settle in the 
town); and recollections of life on Ames Hill at the turn of the century. 
Another meeting was devoted to a review of early records and docu- 
ments which had been catalogued during the summer by the Librarian - 
a piece of work that will be of great value to anyone researching the 
early days of Marlboro. 


Tours of Ames Hill and Lyman Hill! led to the site of the first log 
cabin in town built by Abel Stockwell on Ames Hill and the nearby 
Stockwell Tavern, part of a house still in use, Cellar holes in an area no 
longer inhabited were viewed on Lyman Hill. Speculation and curiosity 
about one such on the west slope led to the thought that it might be 
the location of the original church or meetinghouse. Subsequent analy- 
sis of early records and maps by the Librarian led to the conclusion that 
the first church was indeed north of the old road but south of the 
present road, a spot which corresponds to the location of this latter 
cellar hole. ~ 


Among the Society’s acquisitions during the year were a copy of the 
Collins family genealogy, and, from the Elliott family, a secretary 
bookcase, books, old ledgers, measures and other artifacts. 


The Society continues hopeful that permanent quarters and secure 
storage for irreplaceable documents can be found. Like most Societies, 
ours would welcome an expanded membership and increased activity 
by present members.

REPORT OF THE MARLBORO VOLUNTEER FIRE CO: 


Early in 1968 your Fire Company placed orders for a new 
pumper which is being built on a Diamond-Reo chassis by the Maxim 
Motor Company. This truck, powered by a Detroit Diesel engine, will 
carry a large pump, 1,000 gallons of water and most of the equipment 
recognized as useful in rural fire fighting. It will be delivered to us in 
March. | 


Our finance committee has been able to obtain, by private 
subscription, money and pledges covering about half the cost of the 
truck and it will not be necessary to ask the Town to borrow the full 
amount authorized by the 1967 Town Meeting. If we are successful — 
in obtaining a few more substantial contributions to the truck fund, we 
will be able to pay the total cost in a reasonably short time. 


In January of this year, your fire and police departments 
jointly purchased a resuscitator unit for the Town. This equipment 
will be located on the new pumper for immediate availability at all 
structural fires and will also be accessible to authorized personnel for 
non-fire emergencies where it is needed. 


At this time your Fire Company’s greatest need is manpower. 
Fire protection is one of the few remaining civic functions which can be 
rendered by direct community action at a much lower cost to the 
people of the Town, However, if we are unable to obtain volunteers, 
particularly those who can be available during regular working hours, 
we will be forced to hire people or ask the Town to assume this respon- 
sibility. Please volunteer, WE NEED YOU:

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HEALTH OFFICER REPORT FOR 1968 


I investigated a problem with the sewage system on Miss 
Daniel’s property and a report of a contaminated well on Mr. Mitchell’s 
property next door. 


This is a related problem, probably caused by ground water 
from the hill behind these buildings, which apparently floods the seep- 
age pit on Miss Daniel’s property bringing effluent from the septic tank 
to the surface also probably causing contamination of the Mitchell well. 


Mr. Rice, the State Health Inspector for this area,came over at 
my request to look the situation over and concurred with the plan for 
correction of this problem, namely the digging of a good size ditch 
behind both buildings on the uphillside of the Mitchell well to divert 
the ground water. 


This information was passed on verbally to both Miss Daniels 
and Mr. Mitchell. When nothing was done, I informed both parties by 
registered mail that corrections had to be made within 30 days. 


Mr. Mitchell finally did dig a small ditch around his well hous- 
ing, drained the water from the housing and chlorinated the well. A 
consequent water test by the State Lab. showed no contamination. 


Miss Daniels has not done anything to solve her problem and 
as long as the ground is frozen there is no seepage, however, I am sure 
the old condition will reappear this spring. I am turning this case over 
to the State’s Attorney for further action. This is with the approval of 
the selectmen. 


A test was made of the well at the Marlboro Public School 
after contamination by fuel oil was reported and the trouble presumably 
corrected, At the time I took the water sample, oil was still dripping 
from a fuel line connection at the furnace and seeping down to the well 
located not far below. I reported this to the school board and the leak 
was repaired. The sample tested by tht State Lab. showed no contamin- 
ation, however there is stilla slight odor and taste of oil in the water. © 
While this is not dangerous, I am now trying to find out if there is a 
suitable treatment for this condition.

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One land owner has repeatedly been requested to submit a zoning appli- 
cation but, to date, refuses to comply with the Zoning Administrator’s 
request. Authority has been granted by the Board of Selectmen to insti- 
tute legal injunctive proceedings. 


The new Regional Planning and Development Act requires that the 
Town of Marlboro, within the next five years, submit and have approved 
by the voters of the Town a new Rural Town Plan which, among other 
things, requires the approval of a Town highway, school and recreational 
plan. Now is the time to develop such a plan. If a Town Plan is not 
approved within the prescribed time period, the Town’s Zoning Ordinance 
becomes null and void and of no force or effect. In addition, within the 
next five years new Zoning Regulations must be adopted in order to con- 
form with the new provisions of the Development Act. 


With the increased development activity in Windham County, it is ab- 
solutely essential that the people of Marlboro make known their thoughts 
to the Town Planning Commission pertinent to the future development of 
the Town. The people of Marlboro will soon be faced with the decision of 
making allowance for lower minimum acreage requirements and planned 
unit development (cluster housing) thereby increasing the town’s tax base, 
or keeping or increasing the present two acre minimum requirements, 
thereby decreasing the town’s tax base. This is one of the many new de- 
cisions facing us all.
